A special from Vanceburg to The Com 
mercial Tribune says the sending of Dan 
Wyatt McLcase of this county to the 
penitentiary by tbe United States Dis- 
trict Court, for counterfeiting, hasstarted 
the tongue of reminiscence to relating 
particulars of the most noted counter- 
feiting case known to the penal annals of 
Northeastern Kentucky, namely, that af 
Jacob and Nancy Sprinkle, who were in- 
dieted jointly at the October term of the 
Lewis Circuit Court in 1840 

This case attracted sensational interest 
at the time, hi '.here were thousands of 
the "Sprinkle Dollars' in circulation, and. 
though known to be counterfeit, never 
tbeles* were received without question or 
protest in facilitating exchanges through 
a broad territory 

The "Sprinkle Dollar " occupies a unique 
position in tbe history of counterfeit- 1 
ing, as it was, perhaps, tbe only illegal 
dollar ever minted that waa "loa good." 

The Sprinkle Dollar had a larger propor 
tiou of silver in it in relation to its alio} 
than the dollar that came through Inch 
Sam's lingers , 

The well known fact that I ha "Sprinkl. 
Dollar" bad a higher bullion value thai

Sprinkle lived in a cabin on a small 
tributary of Kinnicoiiick, live miles South- 
east of Vanceburg There he worked 
month in aid month out coining his 
money, which soon found its way Into lo- 

Now, where did he get the bullion out 
of which bis coins were made? Could 
the writer answer this question he would 
reveal a secret that hundreds have toiled 
to fathom. Hundreds of picks have risen 
and fallen among tbe hills of K 
lo a futi:« endeavor to crack 1 
secret. That his ore came 
place in the Lewis county nil 
did not hesitate to coufees, but the eiact 
location is a secret that died with him. 

He frequently made tbe statement that 
he would at some time tell where his 
reasure was located, but after he was in-
